It is said that when the 14

Cart­ 
wright is a sheet heater. 
The men who arrived yesterday aft­ 
ernoon are sleeping in the warehouse, 
new' beds having been procured for 
them. 
These beds are said to be as 
good as those in any home. The beds 
are changed every morning by a man 
who has been engaged for that pur­ 
pose.

The names of these men are Harry 
Phillips and Harvey Yeager, and they 
have been working at the mill since 
the strike began. 
For a time it seemed as if the men 
would receive rough treatment at the 
hands of the strikers. Fearing* that 
harm would come to the men 
Mrs. 
Phillips procured a revolver, went in­ 
to the midst of the strikers and said: 
“Men, you had better leave these men 
alone, 
lf they want to quit work 
they have a right to do so. but you 
had better not try to force them to do 
anything rash.” 
Just then two shots were fired. Mrs. j 
Phillips says they were fired by the I 
I 
strikers, but the latter claim the shots 
came from the house from revolvers 
in the hands of the non-union work­ 
men. 
A reporter called at the house this ! 
morning. 
To him.Mrs. Phillips told ;

“The first I knew about the affair

I have been 1 
preparing the meals for these men, 
and yesterday I prepared 53 
meals.

The map of Asi­ 
atic Turkey shows that the extent of 
country around Babylon available for 
agricultural purposes must have been 
quite inadequate to supply the neces­ 
sary demands for anything like such 
an immense population.

The highest of all the clouds are 
those delicate, white, fibrous, detached 
masses of frozen vapor; always seem 
high against the blue sky. The top­ 
most poiut of the highest of these may 
be ten miles above the earth. They are 
called cirrhus clouds. Altogether there 
are ten principal types of clouds. The 
lowest* known as the stratus, are really 
horizontal sheets of lifted fog seen on 
damp days or in very damp localities.

They are undoubtedly snow capped— 
veritable fhountains of lee and snow.

UTILIZING NEGRO LABOR. 


Supplanting W hite Men In Newburg 
Mills, at Cleveland. 


Cleveland. Aug. 3.—T he big steel 
combine is utilizing negro labor 'o 
supplant its white workni* n in tile 
Newburg mills here. 
Already a cou­ 
ple of hundred of brawny colored men 
have ionic to the city from Pittsburg, 
Homestead and adjacent iron centers 
in Pennsylvania. 
They are brought

C lo n d M o u n ta in * . 
The highest of all the clouds are 
those delicate, white, fibrous, detached 
masses of frozen vapor; always seem 
high against the blue sky. The top­ 
most point of the highest of these may 
be ten miles above the earth. They are 
called cirrhus clouds. Altogether there 
an1 ten principal types of clouds. The 
lowest? known as the stratus, are really 
horizontal sheets of lifted fog seen on 
damp days or in very damp localities. 
These clouds are only a few hundred 
feet above the earth. 
Some of the vast bodies of vapor are 
higher than the tallest of the Alps. 
They are undoubtedly snow capped— 
veritable fhountains of ice and snow".

W hat Venezuela and Colombia May 


Face lf They Go to 
W ar. 


Washington. Aug. 3.—The political 
situation in the neighboring republics 
of Venezuela and Colombia, in South 
America, and the possibility of war 
between these two states, is attract­ 
ing considerable attention in diplo­ 
matic circles. Should war actually re­ 
mit the authorities in each country 
would not only have 
to deal with 
their foreign enemies, but also with 
fheir domestic foes, as each of the 
countries now has what practically 
amounts to a civil war on its hands. 
Neither the Colombian nor the Vene­ 
zuelan legation here has much direct 
Information, and the cable 
reports 
ane exceedingly conflicting. 
The offi­ 
cials at the Colombian legation are 
at a loss to understand the report of 
President Castro's declaration of mar- 
t a1 law on the ground that his coun­ 
try is being 
invaded by Colombia. 
The revolution, headed by Dr. Gal- 
viras, who crossed the Venezuelan bor­ 
der from Colombia, where 
he 
had 
taken refuge, is said to be in no sense 
an invasion by Colombians. 
Dr. Gal- 
viras belonged to the party of An­ 
drade, who was overthrown by Cas­ 
tro, and it is stated in diplomatic cir­ 
cles that he is simply heading a re­ 
bellion of Venezuelans against 
the 
tatters authority. 
No definite infor­ 
mation has been received here re­ 
garding the whereabouts of General 
Uribe, w'ho is heading a movement 
against the present 
government in 
Colombia, from the Venezuelan side. 
The last news of his whereabouts was 
that he was at Maracaibo, and had 
not yet crossed into Colombia, where 
it was supposed he would attempt to 
affect a juncture with Narin, a noted 
guerilla, who is still carrying on a 
vestige of the last revolution in the 
mountains of the central range of the 
Andes. 
At the Colombian legation here the 
movement headed by Uribe is not con­ 
sidered at all serious thus far. 
A im­ 
port received here on July 25 last 
gave news of a projected simultane­ 
ous invasion of Colombia from Vene­ 
zuela, Ecuador and Nicaragua. 
Noth­ 
ing has been heard of the movement 
since then.

today.

This is believed to be the last ap­ 
peal for a settlem ent of the strike. 
E verything for peace is reported tJ 
depend upon today’s conference.

it was authoritatively stated y ester­ 
day th a t it would either be that, or 
th a t a general order would go out to 
every man controlled by the w o rk ers’ 
union, asking him to lay down his 
tools and leave his place until the 
tru st realized the strength of his op 
portent. 
It was leatued th at before 
the d ep artu re of tne officials for the 
e a st last night one .of them advised 
the w orkers in the Ohio mills that all 
i-. ould be wound up today, and to look 
for telegram s tonight either ordering 
a general strike in the mills of the 
N ational and Republic mills, and in 
th e valley furnaces, or a com plete 
cessation of hostilities. 
The Am al­ 
gam ated officials are known to believe 
they have the situation so well in 
hand that if a general strike exten­ 
sion is ordered tonight the allied com ­ 
panies will not have m ore than 6.000 
of their employes at work in all of 
their plants. 
Trust Must Pay For Policemen. 
If the United S tates Steel corpora­ 
tion w ants Pittsburg policemen 
to 
guard its plants in this city it can 
have them by paying their salaries. 
T his is part of a decision reached yes­ 
terday at a conference of the city re­ 
corder with the director of 
public 
safety and the superintendents of pie 
I of* and de tectives. 
It is not posi­ 
tively adm itted that th e steel trust 
m ade a request for |>olire protection. 
it can be positively stated. However, 
th at the trust desires to know what 
m easu re of protection it can count 
upon in event of a sudden emergency. 
M ich as m ight arise from the exteu- 
rion of the strike of the Amalgam ated 
men to the mills of this city, and th at 
th e public safety departm ent desires 
to be able to give the trust the infor­ 
m ation when it is asked for. 
P ittsburg policemen have

The question has been asked, Is It 
possible to sail 1,000 miles from land? 
This can be done a t several points. By 
leaving 
Ban 
Francisco and 
sailing 
northw estw ard Into the north Pacific a 
spot Is reached where there Is no land, 
not even an islet, for 1,000 miles In any 
direction. 
So, too, sailing from the 
southern point of K am chatka south 
eastw ard ships reach a point equally 
distant from land of any kind, the 
nearest to the north being the Aleu­ 
tian Islands and 
to the south 
the 
outlying members of the Sandwich 
group. 
In the southern Indian ocean 
It Is possible to sail 1,000 miles out 
from the southern points of Australia 
and New Zealand and still be as far 
from any other land, and the same may 
be done In a westerly direction from 
Cape Horn. 
Indeed, from this point 
a much longer distance might be reach­ 
ed, for the southern Pacific between 
the Horn and New Zealand covers a 
space of SO degrees of longitude and 
40'of latitude of absolutely unbroken 
sea, making its central poiut over 1,200 
miles from anywhere.

Historically, Mazeppa was hetman 
of the Cossacks. Ile was born of a no­ 
ble Polish family in Podolia and be­ 
came a page iii tho court of .Inn Cas- 
mir, king of Poland. While iii tills ca­ 
pacity lie intrigued w ith f Acrisia. the 
young wife of a Podonian count, who 
discovered the atto u r and had the 
young page lashed to a wild horse and 
turned adrift. 
The horse rushed In 
mad fury and dropped down dead in 
the Ukraine, whore Mazeppa was re­ 
leased by a Cossack family, who nurs­ 
ed him carefully iii their own hut. Iii 
tim e he became secretary to the het­ 
man and at tho death of tho prince 
was appointed his successor.

To begin with. of course it was a 
salt lake, but it gradually became fresh 
through the influx of w atar from the 
Colorado.

of the brine were developed in it, and 
In this way it happens th a t the dry 
bottom today is covered with their fos­ 
sil remains.

Cleveland, Aug. 3.—The big steel 
combine is utilizing negro labor 'o 
supplant its white workmen in tile 
New bu.- g mills here. 
Already a cou­ 
ple of hundred of brawny colored men 
have come to the city from Pittsburg, 
i'lome-itead and adjacent iron centers 
in Pennsylvania. 
They are brought 
here by one of their own rax e, who is 
acting a*i agent for the steel corpora­ 
tion. 
When the colored men arrive 
they are sent to the mill, where a 
large dwelling house is used as a 
domicile. 
Many more negroes, it is said will 
he brought here, and a general emi­ 
gration of colored workmen fam iliar 
with 
the 
m anufacture of iron and 
steel, from the south, is prophesied 
by a colored agent of the steel corpor­ 
ation. 
The negroes from Alabama and Ten­ 
nessee. according to the same author­ 
ity, see in this strike a glorious op­ 
portunity to improve their condition. 
and they are flocking north in large 
numbers. 
It is also asserted that the steel 
corporation has given authority to its 
agents to gather all the colored Iron 
w orkers possible and to center them 
at the various points of the strike. 
It is claimed that the men who are 
going Into the mills here are practical 
iron workers, having 
done

work elsewhere.

Aug. 3.—The political 
situation in the neighboring republics 
of Venezuela and Colombia, in South 
America, and the possibility of war 
between these two states, is attract­ 
ing considerable attention in diplo­ 
matic circles. Should war actually re­ 
sult the authorities in each country 
would not only have 
to deal with 
their foreign enemies, but also with 
'heir domestic foes, as each of the 
countries now has what practically 
amounts to a civil war on its hands. 
Neither the Colombian nor the Vene­ 
zuelan legation here baa much direct 
Information, and the cable 
reports 
ane exceedingly conflicting. 
The offi­ 
cials at the Colombian legation are 
at a loss to understand the report of 
President Castro's declaration of mar- 
t a1 law on the ground that his coun­ 
try is being 
invaded by Colombia. 
The revolution, headed by Dr. Gal- 
viras, who crossed the Venezuelan bor­ 
der from Colombia, where 
he 
had 
taken refuge, is said to be in no sense 
an invasion by Colombians. 
Dr. Gal- 
viras belonged to the party of An­ 
drade, who was overthrown by Cas­ 
tro, and it is stated in diplomatic cir­ 
cles that he is simply heading a re­ 
bellion of Venezuelans against 
the 
iatter’s authority. 
No definite infor­ 
mation has been received here re­ 
garding the whereabouts of General 
Uribe, who is heading a movement 
against the present 
government in 
Colombia, from the Venezuelan side. 
The last news of his whereabouts was 
that he was at Maracaibo, and had 
not yet crossed into Colombia, where 
it was supposed he would attempt to 
affect a juncture with Narin, a noted 
guerilla, who is still carrying on a 
vestige of the last revolution in the 
mountains of the central range of the 
Andes. 
At the Colombian legation here the 
movement headed by Uribe is not eon- 
ridered at all serious thus far. 
A im­ 
port received here on July 25 last 
gave news of a projected simultane­ 
ous invasion of Colombia from Vene­ 
zuela, Ecuador and Nicaragua. 
Nothi­ 
ng has been heard of the movement 
since then.

The question bas been asked, Is it 
possible to sail 1,000 miles from land? 
This can be done at several points. By 
leaving San 
Francisco and sailing 
northwestward Into the north Pacific a 
spot is reached where there Is no land, 
not even an Islet, for 1,000 miles In any 
direction. 
So, too, sailing from the 
southern point of Kamchatka south 
eastward ships reach a point equally 
distant from land of any kind, the 
nearest to the north being the Aleu­ 
tian Islands and to the south the 
outlying members of the Sandwich 
group. 
In the southern Indian ocean 
It Is possible to sail 1,000 miles out 
from the southern points of Australia 
and New Zealand and still be as far 
from any other land, and the same may 
be done in a westerly direction from 
Cape Horn. 
Indeed, from this point 
a mueli longer distance might be reach­ 
ed. for the southern Pacific between 
the Horn and New Zealand covers a 
space of 80 degrees of longitude and 
40 of latitude of absolutely unbroken 
sea, making its central poiut over 1,200 
miles from auywhere.
